TURKEY INDUSTRY 
GROWS IN NEVADA 


With Small Flock Unit. 


N evada Is building up a solid turkey 
producing Industry in a logical way, 
In the opinion of H. L. Shrader, ex­ 
tension poultry specialist of the U n i t ­ 
ed S tates D ep artm en t of Agriculture, 
who recently paid a visit to tills state. 
T he grow ing of the holiday bird in 
N evada is on a farm flock basis, the 
exp ert stated, w ith from 150 to 300 
birds, as a rule, being raised along 
w ith other crops. 
It is easier with 
th e small flock unit produced in co-op­ 
eration with o ther crops, according to 
th e federal man, to raise the type of 
high-grade bird for which Nevada Is 
becoming known. 
Tw o of the best feeds for turkeys 
a re milk and alfalfa, and these, S h ra ­ 
d er said, being produced on the farm 
w ith tlie turkeys, afford good feed at 
a low cost. 
W ith such small flocks, 
he said, the farm wife can tak e care 
of a good sh a re of the work, thus c u t­ 
ting costs, as otherw ise extra labor 
m ight have to be hired. 
T he outlook for expansion in the 
Industry in N evada is good, the spe­ 
cialist stated. 
N evada conditions, lie 
believes, are 
well 
suited to turkey 
production. 
“T urkeys and chickens should never 
be run together,” he declared, explain­ 
ing that parasites, little harm ful to 
chickens, hut deadly to the bronze 
birds, are 
carried by the chickens. 
T u 'keys should he kept far from the 
farm house, lie believes. 
S anitation in an o th er means of keep­ 
ing turkeys disease-free, he stated.

As a usual thing they will do b etter 
roosting out in the open even In quite 
severe w eather. 
W here only n sm all flock is kept 
15 fem ales m ay be m ated with one 
m ale if he is unquestionably vigorous. 
If a flock of about 25 or 30 is kept, 
tw o males will be needed but they 
should not be allowed to run with 
th e flock a t one time. 
O ne should he allowed to run with 
th e flock one day ami the oth er the 
next. 
T h e reason for this is th at w here 
both are allowed to mingle with the 
flock at the sam e tinve, they will fight 
until one of them becomes boss, a fte r 
w hich he will do most of the m ating 
ami the flock will be very little better 
off so far as the fertility is concerned 
than if it had a single male. 


Eliminate Bedbugs 
T h e best m ethod of eliminating bed 
bugs from a lien house is to first th o r­ 
oughly clean the en tire house, getting 
out every little speck of both dust and 
straw . 
A fter this thoroughly cleaning, 
th e walls and p erches should be p ain t­ 
ed with carbolineum , and t he rest of 
th e house sprayed w ith a 20 per cent 
solution of soluble stock dip. 
If tills 
application is done thoroughly, it will 
elim inate all of the live bugs, but prob­ 
ably will not affect the eggs. 
T he sec­ 
ond application Is necessary.

TURKEY INDUSTRY 
GROWS IN NEVADA 


U. S. Expert Finds It Easier 
With Small Flock Unit 


Nevada la building up a solid turkey 
producing Industry In a logical way, 
In the opinion of H. L. Shrader, ex­ 
tension poultry specialist of the U nit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture, 
who recently paid a visit to this state. 
The growing of the holiday bird in 
Nevada is on a farm flock basis, the 
expert stated, with from 150 to 300 
birds, as a rule, being raised along 
with other crops. It Is easier with 
the small flock unit produced In co-op­ 
eration with other crops, according to 
the federal man, to raise the type of 
high-grade bird for which Nevada Is 
becoming kuown. 
Two of the best feeds for turkeys 
are milk and alfalfa, and these, Shra­ 
der said, being produced on the farm 
with the turkeys, afford good feed at 
a low cost. With such small flocks, 
he said, the farm wife can take care 
of a good share of the work, thus cut­ 
ting costs, as otherwise extra labor 
might have to be hired. 
The outlook for expansion In the 
Industry in Nevada Is good, the spe­ 
cialist stated. Nevada conditions, he 
believes, are well suited to turkey 
production. 
“Turkeys and chickens should never 
be run together/’ he declared, explain­ 
ing that parasites, little harmful to 
chickens, but deadly to the bronse 
birds, are carried by the chickens. 
Tu.’keys should be kept far from the 
farmhouse, he believes. 
Sanitation in another means of keep­ 
ing turkeys disease-free, he stated.

Turkeys Thrive While 
Roosting in the Open 
It Is unnecessary to provide a house 
for turkey a though it la the part of 
wisdom to have a abed handy Into 
which they may l«e driven on ex 
tremely stormy nights. 
As a usual thing they will do better 
roosting out In the open even In quite 
severe weather. 
Where only a small flo c k la kept 
15 females may lie mated with a 
male if he is unquestionably vigorous. 
If a flock of about 25 or HO la kept, 
two mules will In? needed but they 
should not be allowed to run with 
the flock at one time. 
One should he allowed to run with 
the flock one day and the other the 
next. 
The reason for this la that where 
both are allowed to mingle with the 
flock at the same time, they will fight 
until one of them l«econies boss, after 
which he will do most of the mating 
and the flock will lie very little better 
off so far as the fertility is concernetl 
than if It had a single male. 


Eliminate Bedbugs 
The best uietlmd of eliminating lied 
bugM from a hen house Is to first thor 
oughly clean the entire house, getting 
out every little speck of both dust and 
straw. After this thoroughly cleaning 
the walls and perches should lie paint 
ed with carbolineuni, and the rest of 
the house sprayed with a 20 per cent 
solution of soluble stock dip. If this 
application Is done thoroughly, It will 
eliminate all of the live bugs, hut prob­ 
ably will not affect the eggs. The sec 
ond application la necessary. 


Yellow Corn Best 
Yellow corn la especially valuable 
for winter feeding on account of tts 
fattening qualities and vltamlne con 
tent If possible, at least half of the 
grain feed should be yellow corn. If 
white corn, wheat, kaflr, or other farm 
grains are fed Instead of yellow corn, 
alfalfa ahould be added to the ra­ 
tions to help supply vltamlne«. Alfalfa 
leaves or alfalfa meal will replace the 
vltamlne« of yellonr corn If the latter 
la not available. The winter ration 
■net contain protein.

Because silage does not enter gen- 
i rally into trade, there 
is no widely 
accepted method of figuring its value. 
Such a plan would be helpful since 
silage is one of the 
leading 
cattle 
feeds and is often sold in quantities! 
o neighbors, by farm ers who have 
a 
surplus. 
Analysis by the dairy departm ent 
of the Ohio E xperim ent Station show 
that good corn silage contains 
ap­ 
proximately one-third as m any n utri­ 
ents, by weight, as high grade m ix­ 
ed hay. 
In this case a fair price for 
silage can la* computed by taking 
a 
third of the m arket price per ton for 
hay. 
If the price of hay is unusually low 
or high, the Ohio station reports that 
the value of silage may be figured by 
allowing from four to five bushels of 
grain, and about 500 pounds of dry 
stover per ton of ensilage.
